SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The committee hereby present to the town their report 


for the year ending March 1, 1884: 


In accordance with the vote of the town at their annual 


meeting, held March 13, 1883, the committee, in conjunc- 
tion with the Selectmen, took the proper legal steps early 
in the year, for dividing school district No. 5 and uniting 
the parts respectively to districts No. 2 and No. 6. The 
committee recommend that, for the best interests of the 
schools, and the most economical expenditure of the money 


applied for their support, the number of districts be further © 


reduced by similar consolidations. 


DISTRICT NG 2: 


William Patten, Prudential Committee. 
- Teacher, first term, Austin P. Foster. 

This school was suddenly and informally closed, on ac- 
count of the measles prevailing in the district ; but Mr. 
Foster is a good teacher, well trained, and must have done 
excellent work. 

The fall term was taught by Miss Mary E. Bennett, a 
scholarly and accomplished lady. At first there seemed 
lack of animation, but at each successive visit, it was plain

that the teacher understood and was applying the true 
principles of intellectual growth. The results at the close 


were highly satisfactory, and the district will be fortunate 
if they can secure her services again. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


John Patten, Prudential Committee. 

Miss Anna R. Cox taught the first term. 

_She worked after normal methods with good results, 
and gave strong promise as a teacher. 

For the second term, Miss Alice Batchelder was em- 
ployed. This was Miss Batchelder’s initiatory step both 
in teaching and in country schools, and this together with 
a very great number of absences, materially affected the 
thoroughness of the work, which in subject matter seemed 
good and correct. She, however, gave the examination 
‘up entirely to the committee, and the pupils did fairly well.

Edmund R. Hill, Prudential Committee. 

Francis P. Emerson taught the summer term, and was 
a faithful teacher and did his work well, though he lacked 
somewhat in enthusiasm. 

Miss Susie Cate was teacher for the winter term, and 
labored with fidelity and earnestness; but a want of the 
co-operation of some of the parenté greatly retarded the 
progress of the school. Nevertheless, at the close a fair 
degree of advancement was shown, and the reading and 
rhetoricals were most excellent.

Some wise teachers, however, 
who love their work, use these same principles without 
ever having been inside a Normal School. The evidence 
is largely seen in the fact that the best teachers are seldom 
confined to the printed order of lessons and questions, and 


_ lead the pupils to think for themselves, while the POOrER, 


teacher is merely bookish. : ' 

One chief hindrance to success in our schools is fre- 
quent absence, and can only be chécked by the parents 
encouraging and insisting upon the constant attendance 
of their children. 

No changes of text books have been. authorized during 
the year. A uniform United States History, Physilogy 
and Geography, need to be introduced into the schools. 

In closing, the committee would state that in their 
opinion the best results of school superintendency can- 
not be obtained in the period of one year, for which 
time the committee is chosen, and would recommend that 
the town adopt the plan of a Board of Education of three, 
of whom one shall be chosen each year to hold office three 
years.
